V era Cruz, Mex., May 14.— Rebels 
c aptured Tam pico following a gen­ 
eral ass ault by rebel infa ntry under 
th e com m and of Gens. Pablo Gonzalez 
and 
Luis 
Caballeros. 
T h e 
soldiers 
w e re subjected to a he avy artillery 
lire. T h e constitutionalists, with 7,000 
men, are ente ring the city as th e fed­ 
eral« abandon it. 
For tive days th e fighting has been 
m ost

kilh d and wounded on both sides. 
Casualties are believed 
to be 
as 
gre a t as during the fighting which oc­ 
curr ed previous to the defeat of the 
federal« by General Villa a t Torreon, 
who reported his losses at 1,500 and 
th ose of General Velasco, federal com­ 
mander, at ab out three thousand. 
G eneral Gonzales and G eneral Cabal­ 
lero lmve announced there will be no 
looting by constitutionalist 
soldiers 
Looters, according to the orders, will 
be shot to death.

T h e lighting in the forenoon was 
th e heaviest th a t has occurr ed during 
th** battle. 
At the rebels advanced to­ 
ward tin* c ente r of the city th e fed* 
era ls retreated, fighting every step of 
the way. 
T h e sound of rifle fire was 
terrritic and was punctuated a t fre­ 
quent intervals by the roar of cannon 
from both rebel and federal positions, 
tin* force under comm and of General 
Zara gosa num bered about five thou­ 
sand men. 
T he final a ttac k was begun by the 
constitutionalists at five o’clock In the 
morning. 
T h e constitutionalists used 
only one big siege gun, but t h e federal 
defense was weakened by lack of a m ­ 
munition and th e rebels rus h e d and 
held some of the federal trenches. 
As 
th e tinul a tta c k proceeded it became 
evident that th e federal de fe nse was 
becoming weaker. 
Lack of a m m uni­ 
tion was the main cause. 
G eneral Zar­ 
agosa had stoutly defended the city 
agains t the constitutionalists for four 
months, but when Gonzales steadily 
pressed the assault the federals a ba n­ 
doned hope of holding the city.

p. m. the outb reak of heavy rifle fire 
from the IMaza, in the h e a r t of the 
port, announced the e ntr a nc e of the 
rebel troops. 
At Intervals th** boom of 
big guns broke upon the ra t tl e of the 
rifle fire. 
Gunboats

U nder cover of the tire from the 
gunboats Zara gosa and Bravo the fed­ 
eral troops e m barked on trains for 
San Luis Potosi. 
It is believed the

Although glare in illumination has 
been described rather aptly as "light 
out of place" on the same principle 
that, dirt is "m atter out of place" and 
condemned for tHat reason, tho quan­ 
titative relations of the subject, are 
usually entirely forgotten or misun­ 
derstood. 
Nothing is more exasper­ 
ating than the glare of an unshielded 
arc lamp while within tin* field of 
view and a few yards off, and yet 
the same lamp Jn"the same part of the 
field a couple of blocks away is not 
in the slightest degree disturbing to 
tho normal eye.
